Horace Russell, of Atlan- 
ta, Reveals Figures at 
Miami Convention. 


MIAMI, Fla., Oct. 30.—(4)—Ap- 
proximately 600,000 homes have been 
saved from distress by the govern- 
ment’s Home Owners’ Loan Corpora- 
tion, Horace Russell, of Atlanta, gen- 
eral counsel, today told the American 
Title Association in convention here. 

In accomplishing this task, Russel 
said, the corporation not only “saved 
the owners, but the mortgage and real 
estate market.” 

Reviewing results so far, the speak- 
er said, “We have paid title compa- 
nies and lawyers over $20,000,000 in 
a lean year; have employed about 
80,000 people on salary” and “we will 
have a portfolio on mortgages by far 
the longest in the world and the aver- 
age total payment will not exceed 
$25,000 per month for interest and 
principal. 

“We have an anticipated income 
from interest,” he said, “sufficient in 
excess of our cost of money, plus op- 
erating cost to absorb losses beyon 
anything to be conceived. 

“We hope that shortly we will 
have relieved the mortgage market to 
a sufficient extent that private insti- 
tutions can and will carry on and as- 
sist in our recovery to normalcy. 

“The problem confronting us in the 
home mortgage field as it affects re- 
covery had to be solved. Our people 
owed $21,000,000,000 on their homes 
and about five or six billion dollars 
of this debt was seriously in default 
and there were no mortgage lenders 
to assume and carry the burden. There- 
fore, the necessity of Home Owners’ 
Loan Corporation. 

“If nothing were done, two or three 
million families would be thrown out 
of their homes with the joys of their 
savings of a lifetime in the equities, 
thereby discouraging our people, dis- 
couraging efforts at home ownership 
and weakening the nation. Also, so 
many foreclosures would break’ the 
real estate market, thereby injuring 
other home owners and property own- 
ers. 

_ “Some did not see this problem and 
did not recognize the dire conse- 
quences of a do-nothing program and 
some such people criticized severely in 
1933. I am glad to say that many of 
these people have now readjusted 
their view and commend the effort.” 

William H. McNeal, president of the 
Allied Mortgage Companies, of Balti- 
mroe, Md., was another speaker on 
the day’s program. 


FEDERAL HOUSING LOANS 
SAID SOUND PROPOSITION 

MEMPHIS, Tenn., Oct. 30.—@)— 
Bankers, housing officials and indus- 
trialists were told today that the mod- 
ernization credit plan of the federal 
housing administration is not a “gov- 
ernment gravy train,” but a “sound' 
business proposition.” 

R. H. Northrup, industrial advisor 
for the FHR, told the group of busi- 
nessmen from Arkansas, ‘Tennessee,

and anxieties is drawing to an end, and to, join cordially and joyfully with their fellow Georgians of Savan-

Wheat closed 3-8 cent lower to 
1 1-8 cent higher than Monday's fin- 
ish, May at 95@95 1-8 after touching 
a low of 93 3-4. July deliveries, which 
were less active, showed a decline of 
1-8 to 3-8 cent. 

Decided strength in the corn mar- 
ket. which recovered from early sym- 
pathetic weakness in wheat, was at- 
tributed to buying by houses with 
eastern connections and to an advance 
in premiums on cash corn to a new 
season’s high, with number 2 yellow 
selling at 5 cents over the December 
futures delivery. Corn closed 3-4 to 
1 3-8 cent up. May at 76 3-4@76 7-8 
Oats gained fractions, rye was up 7-8 
to 1 1-4 cent and barley eased.

BIG GAIN 1S NOTED 
IN FARM INCOME 


By G. A. PHILLIPS. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 30.—(P)—Wall 
Street is considerably cheered by in- 
dications that when all crops are 
finally harvested the farmer will “dig 
in” for the winter with a much fatter 
pocketbook than last year. 

In sharp contrast to conditions pre- 
vailing in industry, where earnings 
stateraents and Jabor disorders reflect 
the stress and strain of troubled times, 
farm income in the first nine months 
was reported by the bureau of agri- 
cultural economics to have _ totalled 
$4.313,000,000 compared with $3,479,- 
000,000 in that period last year, an 
increase of more than $750,000,000. 

In September alone, cash income 
from all sources was reported by the 
bureau to have totalled $662,000,000, 
an increase of $81,000,000 over August 
and $108,000,000 over September, 
1933, although in order to make this 
showing there were exceptionally 
heavy sales of cattle from the drouth 
areas, in addition to cattle sold to the 
government and large sales of corn. 

This improvement, trade observers 
find, has been reflected in a substan- 
tial increase in retail and wholesale 
business, better collections and strong- 


cultural areas. 

One of the most reliable business in- 
dexes—-bank clearings—have shown 
consistent increases in farm centers 
for several months and in the past 
week clearings in such cities as Oma- 
ha, Kansas City, Atlanta, New Orleans 
and Minneapolis, were 8 to 44 per 
cent higher than they were a year azo. 

Standard Statistics Company esti- 
mates total farm income in 1934 will 
aggregate $8,019.000,000, an increase 
of $1,763,000,000, or 28.3 per cent 
over the total in 1933 when it was 
estimated at $6,256,000,000.
